TALES OF MODERN HOLY LAND 


Tourist Saw Moving Picture Im per­ 
sonators of Sacred Scenes Mobbed 
Put Up at 
Hotel 
In Jaffa W here 
the Rooms Had Biblical Names In­ 
stead of Numbers. 


Returning to Now York after un ab­ 
sence of four mid a half months, dur­ 
ing which lie visit<*<l seventeen coun­ 
tries of Europe, Africa and Asia, I >r. 
VY. E. Augbmbaugh. commercial globe I 
trotter, said that in Jerusalem he was I 
told by the American consul that there j 
were I..‘IOO naturalized American Jew’s I 
who had gone there to die. 
“The consul told me.” said Dr. Au-1 
ghinluuigh, 
‘That 
his 
investigations ; 
had develoixsl 
that in 
the United j 
States there are associations which I 
work on a principle which is almost 
th e inverse of life insurance. 
For a 
certain sum. which runs from SHOO to 
$1,500. these associations take Charge 
of nu elderly person. \\ ho has to lie 
more than sixty or sixty live years, ac­ 
cording to the company during the in­ 
suring. aud agree to furnish him food 
ami shelter during tin* rest of his life 
ami to take him to Jerusalem to Ik* 
buried and to pay the necessary burial I 
expenses. 


O ften Get New Lease of Life 
“Many of those who have paid out 
their money 
for this privilege are 
found when they get to Palestine to 
have a surprising amount of vitality 
left. The consul is of the opinion that 
the sea voyage and the change of cli­ 
mate have a tonic effect, with the re 
suit that these persons, far from tie­ 
ing ready for the grave when they a r­ 
rive. seem to lie beginning a new lease 
of life. 
The consul told me he had 
trouble making some of the agents of 
these companies live up to their liar 
gains. 
“ While I was in Jerusalem a moving 
picture concern which had been s|iend- 
ing two months making preparations 
started in to make scenes depicting 
cha, tors in the life of Christ, and the 
English actor who impersonated tile 
Master came in for a lot of unpopu­ 
larity. 
Especially outraged were the 
Christians of Jerusalem at w hat they 
felt was a sacrilege, and when the ac­ 
tor essayed to enter Jerusalem after 
the fashion of Christ in the New Testa­ 
ment lie was pulled from the ass on 
which lie was riding and actually mob- 
lied. The Turkish governor laid to in­ 
tervene to save his life.

who impersonated tile Virgin Mary 
was drugged into our hotel to prevent 
lier lieing stoned. 
“I visited Damascus on my trip. 
They don’t make I>nmascus blades 
there any more. lait Import them from 
Germany. By the way, I found at Jnf 
fa an American named Ilardegg run 
fling a hotel. 
Instead of numbering 
his morns he has them named after 
Biblical 
characters. 
I 
noticed 
tile 
names of Matthew. Murk. Luke. John. 
Bache! and Naomi over the doors of 
th e rooms. 
“When the system 
had 
been ex 
plained to me I inquired why tho 
rooms were so named. 
The clerk told 
m e the proprietor had an idea that It 
grave a sort of local color to the place 
for American tourists visiting the Holy 
Iai lid. 
They are putting in trolley ears at 
Jaffa and Damascus 
They tried to 
get Americana to bid on the work, lint 
nol» aly over here seemed interested. 


Reports Remarkable Discoveries. 
“ I spent a month in Egypt. 
Davis, 
tin* American ethnologist, is making 
some wonderful discoveries there, one 
tiling being a new sphinx. 
’ In Algiers I met a man from our 
agricultural department in Washing­ 
ton. who was sniffing around as to die 
liest method of importing some Alge­ 
rian date palm trees. 
He told me the 
French government had so far forbid­ 
den the exportation of young trees and 
th a t we are very anxious to have some 
of them to try in California. 
“ I was in Tangier one day while the 
Spaniards were fighting a battle with 
the Moors eighty miles off, and I was 
a t Gibraltar on Christmas day in finn* 
to see part of a dramatic incident. The 
British fleet was just holding divine 
service when a wireless message ar 
rives I from a merchantman that had 
gone on the rocks of Morocco thirty 
miles away, telling that the Moors had 
attacked her crew and murdered the 
accend officer and two men. 
Immedi­ 
ately two ships got up steam and left 
for the sjHit. 
They arrived in time to 
prevent further slaughter, and after 
bomImiruing a native town got the 
m erchantm an off and towed tier back. 
Things seem to be happening all the 
time in that part of the world.”

Any veteran of some great w ar will 
tell you that the most difficult test of 
courage is to be aroused from his sleep I 
by the shrill blast of bugle and long 
roll of drums and ordered to charge an 
enemy unseen or only dimly soon at 2 
o'clock Iii the morning.

"If an electric fan could be made 
large enough to throw 
a sufficient 
amount of wind to move a small sail­ 
boat and such u fan was placed on the 
end of a boat with the wind from the 
fan blowing against the sail on the 
I very boat the fan is on. is it possible 
that It could move the boat? The ar 
gualeut is that the fan. tieing ou the 
same boat as the sui!, cannot move 
itself. 
But as the air detaches itself 
from the fan and hits the sail, my idea 
i Is that it cun. provided it lias the 
strength to move the boat. Please give 
an answer." 
This question Is worth answering be­ 
cause It involves a principle of physics 
that ought to lie universally under­ 
stood aud ignorance of which may lead 
to the waste of both time and money 
upon inventions thut will not work. 
The writer of the question thinks 
that because the air, as she expresses 
It, is "detached from” the fan when it 
starts off to strike the sail, it ought to 
act like an ordinary wind and push the 
boat before It. But she would not think 
so lf she reflected that the particles of 
air driven from the fan resemble a 
swarm of bullets shot from a gun. 
Tho air particles get their force from 
the fan as the bullets get theirs from 
the gun, and just as the gnu recoils 
with a force equal to that which it Im­ 
parts to the bullets, so the fan, wheth­ 
er driven by electricity or steam or 
turned by band, inevitably recoils with 
the same amount of force that it im- 
I purts to the air. 
To make clearer the comparison be- 
| tween a stream of bullets from a gun 
and a stream of wind from an electric 
fan. imagine a Maxim gun placed at 
the rear of a boat and an impenetrable 
J target at the front, and then suppose 
that the gun should hurl a continuous 
current of bullets agaiust the target 
Anybody can see that the boat would 
not be driven forward, because the 
recoil of the gnu would constantly 
force it 
backward 
with 
the 
same 
energy with which the bullets, striking 
the target, forced it ahead. 
But lf the gun were placpd on shore 
or on another support its stream of 
bullets striking the target would drive 
the boat forward, because then their 
effect would be Uke that of a wind 
blowing freely across the water and 
having no connection with anything on 
the boat 
An ordinary wind is able to drive a 
boat whose sail it strikes because its 
reaction (that of the wind! Is not upon 
the b oat but upon the great mass of 


Is upon the car and the reaction upon 
the ground outside. The same thing 
happens if yon suspend a bar abote 
{ your head and lift yourself by pulling 
I down on it. and afterw ard put the bar 
under your feet and tr\ to lift yourself 
by pulling up on it. 
You succeed in 
lifting yourself iu the first case, but 
you fail In the second, because when 
I he bar is under your feet tile force 
of your pull reacts upon your own 
body and urges it down Just as much 
as up 
There is oue effect of the electric fan 
which might surprise you—it would 
tend to drive your boat backward in­ 
stead 
of 
forward. 
It 
would 
push 
against air like Hie propeller of an 
aeroplane, and to make it drive your 
boat forward you would have to face 
the fan around, so that its reaction 
would he upon the atmosphere behind 
instead of abend of the boat, and in 
either case your sail would be not only 
useless but an encumbrance.—Garrett 
I*. Serrlss in New York Journal.
